UNCONSCIOUS BESIDE ROAD. 


President’s Daughter Thrown from 
Horse in Vermont—Passing Physi- 
cian Finds and Revives Her. 


White River Junction, Vt., Aug. °7.—[Spe- 
cial.)—It became known here today that Miss 
Jessie Wilson, second daughter of the presi- 
dent, was injured yesterday afternoon by 
being thrown from her horse. 

Word from Harlakenden, the summer home 
of the Wilson family at Cornish, N. Y., is 
to the effect that her hurts were not severe, 
although she is suffering from bruises. 

It is not known whether the president was 
informed of the accident yesterday. There 
is a belief that he was not told, lest he be 
unnecessarily worried on the eve of his 
important Mexican speech. 

Dr. Charles W. Worthen of this town was 
driving to visit a patient at Plainfield, N. H., 
late yesterday afternoon when he came 
across the unconscious form of a young 
woman in a riding habit lying beside the road. 

He alighted from his carriage and took 
measures to revive her. While he was doing 
this a young man came galloping down the 
road and leaped from his horse. He told Dr. 
Worthen he was Francis B. Sayre, and that 
the patient was his fiancée, Miss Jessie Wü- 
on. 

They had been riding together, Mr. Sayre 
said, and he went on ahead for a fast gallop. 
Soon a riderless horse dashed past him and he 
recognized it as Miss Wilson’s mount, . 

It took the physician half an hour to revive 
Miss Wilson. Then he and Mr. Sayre con- 
ducted her to the home of Frederick Smith 
nearby.

$25,000 JEWELRY 
Walks Out of Peacock’s with 


_ Traveling Man’s Two Sam-.. 
ple Cases. 


CHATS WITH THE CLERKS 


Two jewel cases filled with $25,000 worth of 
gold and platinum “ mountings yesterday 
were stolen from the buying room in the 
balcony of C. D. Peacock’s jewelry store at 
State and Adams streets. 

The theft is credited to one of the clique of 
gem thieves who have obtained a large for- 
tune by robbing traveling salesmen in Chi- 
cago. 

The jewelry was the property of W. W. 
Fulmer & Co. of Philadelphia, and was under 
charge of Charles H. Anderson, who left the 
cases in the buying room early in the morn- 
ing. It is a common practice, it is said, to 
leave sample cases in this room. There is no 
guard stationed there. There is not even the 
injunction to veep an ere on the room. 


Cases Left Unguarded. 

Anderson arrived at the store about.8:30 
a.m. A man named Courtney, an old sam- 
ple carrier and honest,” carried the jewel 
cases. They were put in the buying room, 
where Anderson had a conference with the 
Peacock credit man. 

Anderson left the store at noon. He re- 
turned at 3:30 and found—nothing. He made 
inquiries among various clerke, and found— 
still nothing. : 

He hurried to thé detective bureau and 
told his excited story to Capt. John Halpin. 
Several detectives were assigned, and then 
it was learned a man had been seen leaving 
the store, coolly, leisurely, stopping now and 
then to converse with a clerk—and he car- 
ried two black jewery cases. 

Two other traveling salesmen had been in 
the store during the day, accompanied by 
carriers, but they had taken their samples 
with them when they left, according to the 
Peacock officials. 


Robber Walks Out Easily. 

‘Police and private detectives who are 
working on the robbery say there is at pres- 
ent not the slightest clew. It was done 
so boldly, so calmly, so easily, they say, 
there was no suspicion attached to the man 
who ambled out with the mountings. Only 
a meager description—and that may not be 
accurate—has been obtained. He is supposed 
to be 35 years old, five feet six inches tall, 
and weighs about 132 pounds. He wore a 
mixed brown suit, tan shoes, and a soft black 
hat. 

“Chicago is becoming a terror for jewelry 
salesmen,” Andersen said at the Palmer 
house at night. There seems to be a regu- 
lariy organized band of jewel thieves who 
have learned to know the salesmen, trail 
them, and swoop down and carry off the 
prize. The sample carriers could ‘frame 
up à robbery easily enough, and it looks 
as though they have. I know Courtney, how- 
ever—though I don’t know his first name— 
and I am sure he had . whatever to 
do with this case.’

Officials, Chary of Comment, 
Put Action Up to Foreign 
Secretary.

“México City, Aug. 27.—Witbout com- 
ment Federico Gamboa, the minister of for- 
eign affairs, presented to the standing com- 
mittee of the Mexican congress tonight all 
the facts in the controversy between Mexico 
and the United States. 

The congressmen comprising the commit- 
tee received the facts without comment other 
than that indulged iu as individuals after 
adjournment. Unless there are new, devel- 
opments it is improbable that discussion, 
even of a private character, will continue 
long. 

Sefor Gamboa insists that the negotia- 
tions are not entirely concluded, but should 
they be it is probable that soon the entire 
affair will be regarded as a closed incident 


SUPPORT HUERTA STAND. 

The congressmen in discussing the notes 
exchanged freely commended the action of 
the Mexican government, and that small por- 
tion of the public which is cognizant of the 
character of that action was loud in its 
praises of what is characterized as the pa- 
triotic and dignified attitude of the adminis- 
tration. 

No afternoon paper in the capital carried 
any part of the correspondence between the 
two countries or reference to President Wil- 
son's message. Officicls of the government 
refused to discuss it with the exception of 
Sefior Gamboa, who referred to the ex- 
changes, and then only sufficiently to explain 
that the documents he was handing out for 
publication were those exchanged up to last 
night. 

AVOIDED SERIOUS TROUBLE. 

All the government cared to say regarding 
the situation was published tonight in the 
official Diario, a paper issued by the gov- 
ernment for the dissemination of official 
news. 

Since the strained relations existing be- 
tween Mexico and the United States began,

‘guserainty; if the latter, she may lose her 
independence altogether. Great Britain has 
large interests and much to lose by war, but 
itis difficult to understand how British sym- 
pathy could be otherwise bestowed than on 
the United States.“ 


Believes in Ballot Virtue. 

The Daily Chronicle considers that Presi- 
dent Wilson displays an excessive belief in 
the virtues of the ballot box, and ‘that had 
the United States, like other powers, recog- 
nized Provisional President Huerta, he would 
have established an orderly government 
throughout Mexico.

In an interview here tonight Mr. Wilson 
said: 

This is a very great error on the part of 
Sefior Gamboa, which apparently has been 
in some manner adopted by this government. 
Recognition of a regularly constituted gov- 
ernment by another government can only be 
brought about in two ways. 

“1. By the delivery of the autograph let- 
ter of the chief executive, acknowledging the 
notification from the chief executive and the 
government which has just come into exist- 
ence, and 

“2. By an act on the part of the chief 
executive or one of his min Gers which con- 
stitutes a recognition of the sovereignty of 
the newly constituted government. A diplo- 
matic officer is not clothed with the authority 
to recognize a de jure government, but under 
the pressure of an unusual and urgent situa- 
tion he may recognize pending further in- 
structions, a de facto government.

New York, Aug. 27.—A muddled political 
situation, which the city already faced, was 
further complicated today with the author- 
ized declaration from Mayor Gaynor, at his 
Long Island farm, that he would run for 
reélection on an independent ticket. 

New York thus finds itself with three Demo- 
crates as candidates for mayor. Tammany 
Hall last week designated Edward E. McCall, 
chairman of the public service commission. 
after refusing Mr. Gaynor a renomination, 
while the fusionists selected John Purroy 
Mitchel, collector of the port. 


Whitman Accepts Tammany Support. 
Charles S. Whitman will run for district 
attorney, his present office, on the fusion, Re- 
publican, Progressive, Independence league, 
and Tammany ticket. He announced tonight 
acceptance of the Tammany indorsement. 
Interest tonight centered on the ques- 
tion of whom Mayor Gaynor’s advisers will 
choose as his running mates. Should they, 
as many appear to expect, ask two of Mr. 
Mitchel’s fusion colleagues—William A. 
Prendergast [Progressive], for city control- 
ler, and George McAneny, for president of the 
board of aldermen, to allow their names to 
be placed on the Gaynor ticket, it is said to 
be certain that the fusion leaders will de 
mand that he, too, decline to accept. 


Plan to Split Fusion Ticket? 

In possible anticipation of such a move 
Theodore Roosevelt today cabled to Mr. 
Prendergast in Germany urging him to as- 
sure the fusionists that he would not run “ on 
any ticket on which Mitchel or the other 
fusion candidates for city offices are left off.“

The 
same idea was used in connection with gas 
lamps, except that the devices for these 
lights were simply concave discs of. dull 
metal. In some instances the forward re- 
fiecting surfaces of the gas lamps were 
blackened. The makers of the prismatic 
lenses attempted to meet criticisms of these 
devices by grinding e ciroular space in the 
centers of them. 2 

Another device declared inexpensive was 
the attachment within an electric lamp of 
a second incandescent light. This was placed 
near the side of the reflector so that the 
focus on the parabola was destroyed. Mc- 
Weeny also approved of the use of frosted 
electric globes in side lights not equipped

It was carried out in the presence 
of court attendants and four armed domin- 
ion police, who stood immobile while emo- 
tional women rushed toward Stanford 
White's slayer crying, *“ Three cheers for 
Thaw "; “ Three ee eee ee : 
“We will give you justice, Harry.” 

Wildam Traverse Jerome, former prosecu- 
tor of Thaw, left tonight for Quebec, ac- 
companied by Franklin Kennedy, deputy at- 
torney general of New York, 

Jerome and Kennedy will confer in 8 
with the attorney genera! of the province in 
the hope that he, as the province's chief offi- 
oer of the crown, may be able to open the 
legal lock that holds Thaw in jail. 


Legal Skirniish Outlined. 

The three points in which Thaw’s lawyers 

were successful in their first legal skirmish 
were! 

1. New York state was denied the right 
to be party to the proceedings in court. 

2. Counsel for the state failed in their 
efforts to have Thaw arraigned before a 
magistrate, and the commitment on which 
he is held was quashed. This weuld have 
released him to the immigration officers. 

8. Judge Globensky granted the plea of 
Thaw's counsel for a discontinuance of 
the writ of habeas corpus, which might 
have brought about his release today.

INONA LAKE Ind., Aug. 27.—[Spe- 
cial.)}—Records for weekday attend- 
ance have been broken at the Winona 
7 Bible conference every day this week.

Do not preach or enter the ministry if vou 

can help it’——the reason sometimes given that 
young men do not enter the ministry because 
other callings offer so many inducements—is a 
poor reason. I don't believe that is the reason 
at all. If a man is called to the ministry he is 
bound to say; ‘Woe is me if I preach not the 
gospel,’ 

“Do not try short cuts into the ministry. 
Choosé the path of discipline. A pastor ought 
not to talk about anything except in a spiritual 
atmosphere. It is not his business to run around 
knocking at doors, drinking tea, and talking 
chit chat. 

J don't know any menace graver to the life 
of the church than the religious newspaper. 
If I say anything sensational in New York it 
is not only in the New York dailies but it ap-. 
pears also in the religious press. The test of 
a pastor is not notoriety but fidelity. 

“Avoid the fault of the country preacher 
who calls the city mission work sensational 
and the city preacher who speaks of the coun- 
try pastorate as stagnation.”

Our family consists of five, two adults and 
three children.

UFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 27.—Sclentists and 
educators of worldwide fame at tte 
fourth international congress on school 
hygiene, in special session today, 
agreed with practical unanimity that 
the time had come when the attitude of the 
world's educational institutions toward sex 
hygiene should be revolutionized. They saw 
in the silence of the past on the subject a 
growing and real menace to the future of the 
race that must be combated by a system of 
education without exaggeration or morbid 
suggestion. 

Public opinion, they maintained, has al- 
ready reached the peint where this revolution 
is demanded. Dr. Charles W. Eliot, president 
of. the congress; the Rev. Richard J. Tierney, 
S. J., of Woodstock college, Maryland, and 
other prominent delegates discussed the sub- 
ject at a symposium attended by the entire 
congress this afternoon. 

— 


“A remarkable change in public opinion 
has taken place in regard to sex hygiene,” 
Dr. Eliot said, “using the term in its broad- 
est sense. The policy of silence was almost 
universal... Medical discoveries have contrib- 
uted to the shift in public opinion, which also 
has been moved by the many signs of physi- 
cal deterioration consequent on the rush to 
city Ute. 

This attack, he said, must be made against 
the three principal causes of the present evil 
conditions: First, lust in men; second, com- 
plete lack of moral principle in certain 
classes of women, and third, depravity of 
those Who make a commerce of these two.

Commercialised vice should be attacked in 
all its forms by all the powers of the law, he 
said. The ancient policies of toleration and 
licensed segregation and regulation must be 
uprooted. Segregation has nowhere been suc- 
cessful. Regulation is a confessed failure. 
The laws against undesirable marriages need 
to be revised. 

The Rev. Richard J. Tierney said his con- 
victions were not favorable to the movement 
in all its details; neither were they adverse.

urged the abolition of “animal dances” and 
the discontinuance of co-educational institu- 
tions for senior students.

Mummies Make Paint. 


In order to furnish the innumerable delicate 
tints of paint required by artists, manufactur- 
ers have nowadays to ransack the world. Even 
mummies have lately been called into use. 8 

Mummies are usually preserved in the finest 
bitumen, and this ancient bitumen has, in the 
course of centuries, turned the mummies a 
leathery brown tint. It has been found that 
wheh the bitumen and the shreds of mummy 
are ground down by machinery, a beautiful 
brown pigment is the result—exactly the tint 
“0 yay for painting certain shades of brown 

air. 

Sepia is one of the commonest of artists’ 
paints. It is a deep brown in color and comes 
from a source equally strange. It is prepared 
trom the black, inky fluid — by the 
cuttle-fish to blind and baffle its enemies. 

Prussian blue is prepared from horses’ hoofs, 
and is made by fusing the hoofs with potas- 
sium carbonate. 

Raw sienna is soll from negr Sienna, in Italy. 
Burnt sienna, another common tint, is simple 
the same earth burnt. 

The majority of pigments for making col- 
ors— that is, the dry powder—are obtained 
from minerals, but many pigments come from 
the animal kingdom. Cochineal, for example, 
comes from the dried bodies of insects. A 
kind of pitch is also used for certain pigments.

EMERY REFUTED BY 
HIS OWN LETTERS; 


Have Retained indiana Man 
for Tariff Work. 


gressman Was to Get Bonus 
if He Succeeded. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 27.—[Special.]— 
Corroboration of Col. Martin M. Mulhall's 
account of the arrangement the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers made with James 
D. Watson, former representative from In- 
diana, ani Whip ot the- Cannon house, to 
lobby for the creation of a tariff commission 
in 1908, was given the senate lobby investi- 
gating committee today. 
This substantiation of Mulhall’s story was 
found in three letters produced by the com- 
mittee, two of them being signed by James 
A. Emery, counsel for the manufacturers’ as- 
sociation, and one by H. E. Miles of Racine, 
Wis. 


Disclosures Made in Letters. 


The letters disclosed that: 

Emery and Miles arranged to pay Wat- 
son a retainer of $500, a salary of $200 a 
week until the end of the special tariff 
session of congress, and a bonus of from 
$5,000 to §7,500, contingent on his success 
in putting through the tariff commission 
provision. 

Watson was retained for this lobbying 
chiefly on account of his influence on 
Speaker Cannon, from whom the house 
ways and means committee took its or- 
ders. 

When these letters were produced Emery, 
who was on the witness stand, was visibly 
agitated. He had denied steadfastly that 
he ever had anything to do with retaining 
Watson for this piece of lobbying and that 
his knowledge of it was entirely hearsay. 
When his own two letters demolishing this 
denial had been read into the record Sen- 
ator Reed demanded: 

„Do you insist on your denial?” 

I had forgotten those letters,“ Emery 
gasped as he sank back in his chair. 


Emery Letter Fixes Watson Status, 
The principal letter was a lengthy com- 
munication from Emery to Ferdinand C. 
Schwedtman, dated April 9, 1909, which de- 
goribed in detail the tariff commission plan 
and the engagement of Watson to lobby it 
through congress. This letter was dictated 
and typewritten on the stationery of the 
National Council for Industrial Defense. 
Emery did not care to name the terms of 
Watson's employment in this dictated letter,

Third Letter Shows Agreement. 
The character of the agreement Miles made 
with Watson was disclosed by the third let- 
ter, which was written by Miles to Schwedt- 
man from New York on April 10, 19098. In this 
letter Miles said he had conferred with Gov. 
Guild and Charies C. Copeland, representing 
the New York, board of trade, who were to 
help on the tariff commission proposition. 

“ We must have $10,000," wrote Miles, “I 
hope to read Aldrich's tariff board proposal 
by Tuesday. Watson wants $500 already paid 
him, also $250 per week, and, if successful. 
this to be lifted to $5,000, or possibly $7,500, 
Towne and others think this entirely O. K. 
up to $5,000, or possibly full $7,000. Would 
help our association to fix Watson hand- 
somely.

The committee regards this evidence as 
about the most Important thus far elicited.

President Murphy of the Cubs in a state- 
ment made yesterday strongly approved the 
main idea and added a few suggestions of his 
own as to time and place of holding the con- 
vention, but questioned the advisability of 
some of the details, such as the size of the 
proposed gathering. Between returns from 
the ticker on yesterday’s battle between Jim 
Vaughn and Ed Reulbach the Cub president 
found time to express the following opinions: 
“It has been my belief for several years 
that the playing rules are badly in need of 
recodifying. A convention should be held 
this winter along the lines indicated, so that 
in 1914 the playing rules can be enforced 
alike in both major leagues, and in all the so- 
called minor leagues operating under the na- 
tional agreement. 


Murphy Cites Balk Rule 


It looks bad to the public to have the rules 
regarding balks interpreted differently in 
the two major leagues. What will happen 
in the world’s series? In games of this 
character the National and American league 
umpires have to spend some time going over 
the rules in advance to rech some sort of 
agreement on interpretation. If the playing 
rules are enforced differently by the judges 
of play from two different leagues chaos is 
bound to result. 
“ The suggestion by Mr. Comiskey to leave 
the club owners out of the convention is 4 
good one. I have neither the time, patience, 
nor inclination to take part in such delibera- 
‘ions. While I, as a club owner, would be a 
beneficiary, I realize that I am not fitted for 
such a task even if I could spare the time. 
President Johnson of the American league 
would be an excellent man to actin an ad- 
visory capacity in this connection, but I 
know he is too busy to take an active part.

They 
really have too much to do now, as the work 
of the national commission grows more vol- 
uminous each succeeding year.
